Digaro, also Taraon, Tawra, or Darang, is a Digarish language of 
northeastern Arunachal Pradesh, India and Zayii County, Tibet, 
China. 


According to Jiang, et al. (2013:2), their autonym is taJrag 1 or 
da •Jrarj ), and alternatively tuig 1 (Deng ^ ) in China. The 

Kaman (Miju) call them tei Jmog 1, the Idu call them ta •Jrarj 1, and 
the Assamese call them Digaro Mishmi.
